After  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year  of  the  Crown,  to  report  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  the  work  of  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  General, 
and  on  matters  which  were  observed  during  the  course  of  that  work,  as  required  by  section  19  of  the  Auditor  General 
Act.  To  undertake  special  auditing  or  investigative  assignments  as  may  be  specified  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  and 
also,  under  certain  conditions,  as  specified  by  the  Executive  Council.

Investigation  of  complaints  concerning  the  actions  of  departments,  agencies  or  officials  of  the  Government  of 
Alberta,  at  no  cost  to  the  individual  requesting  this  service.  Disposition  of  complaints  by  explaining  action  of 
Government  to  the  complainant,  if  the  complaint  is  not  justified,  or  by  recommendation  for  corrective  action  if  the 
complaint  is  supported.
